Although there is oil 
commercially predu three other provinces, the total 
production of Canada during 1946 - amounted. to over 
seven and one half million barrels, Alberta produced a 
little over seven millibn barrels. This figure might repre- 
sent quite a bit of oil, especially if it were to be stor all 
at one time, and all in one tank, but this is not the case. 


At present refineries in Alberta are operating at only a a 


mere fraction of their capacity due to the shortage of 
this all important product. The largest producing field in 
Alberta as we all know is Turner Valley, but Turner 
Valley is on the production decline. The peak roduction 
year was in 1942 and since that date Turner Valley has 
never been able to pass the record set in that year. In 
1946 the oil produced from this field was over one million 
barrels less than in 1945, and 1945 was less than 1944, and 
so it goes unti when top production was reached. 
Of course gther fields have come into prominence dur- 
ing the past year to help make up the production slump, 
but they have come nowhere near making up the loss. 
The Taber, Conrad Princess and Lloydminster fields have 
Feu more oil in 1946 than ever before, while the 
ermilion and Nh abe fields have produced less. 
In addition to the above figures though, the oil found in 
other fields, with the exception of the new and undevelop- 
ed Leduc field, is not of the same quality as Turner Val- 
ley, This is another feature that tends to make the picture 
a little darker, The Lloydminster field, while being one 
of the fields to show the largest increase in production in 
the year just passed, does not develop the best oil. In 
fact the gravity rating from the Lloydminster field is the 
lowest of any field in Alberta, The oil found there is only 
salen for asphalt and for fuel oil. This is not, what 
Oanada wants. The lighter gravity oils are most in de- 
mand. From these lighter gravity oils can be processed 
everything that the word petroleum stands for. 

The bringing in of four or five new wells in the Leduc 
area, south of Hidshonton, will if all goes as is expected 
mean a great deal to the oil industry in the province. This 
territory was unknown prior to February of this year. 
Only by the ‘‘*wildcat’’ wells were the drillers to dis- 
cover the secrets that lie beneath the earths surface. It 
took a major company such as the Imperial Oil to explore 
and drill these first holes to bring this field into produc- 
tion. While nothing definite has been mentioned yet as 
to the potential strength of the field, it is presumed that 
Leduc will bolster Alberta’s dwindling supply. Since the 
No, 1 well came into production on February 13th, 1947 
there have been over 14 thousand barrels of oil extracted 
or an average of over 200 barrels per day. Considering 
that one barrel is the measure of 35 imperial gallons this 

amount of oil. Hopes are high 
that this new field will to some extent return to the pro- 
ducers some of the money spent by them, as well as 
brighten the oil picture in the province. Up to the time of 
bringing in this well the owners, Imperial Oil Limited, a 
‘subsiduary of Standard Oil of New ersey have spent in 
the neighborhood of 23 million dollars since 1917 in locat- 
ing wells ete., only to find that most of the money has 
been spent in vain. They are not alone, for other com, 
panies and private individuals have spent a good deal of 
money in exploration work. : ‘ : 

At the present time exploration work is going on 
throughout the length and width of the province. Wain- 
‘wright field is once more being drilled in the hopes that 
it will be the answer to many people’s prayers The money 
the will, and some of the smartest brains are now located 
in the area.

We hope that their efforts will bear the fruit that this 
district has waited for since 1926, The Wainwright field 
is the second oldest in the province and while not being 
anything to brag about in the records, it has given to the 
district the pepeperity of 238,139 barrels of oil.
